Fo reign n atio n s can 
claim our 
gold o n ly by o fferin g dollars for 
it. They get d o llars in sev eral 
way s: They get dollars when o u r 
citizen s pay for imports, trav el 
in fo reign co u n tries 
and in v est in 
fo reign 
bu sin esses.

tio n s also get d o llars when o u r 
go v ern men t 
sp en d s

d o llars recen tly .

I won’t argue 
there are no septic tanks flowing 
In farther down, but. of course, a 
good portion of the northwest sec­ 
tion (Et. 26 com er) of the city will 
ha ve a ccess to sa nitary 
sewers 
when city sewer plans a re com ­ 
plete. 
“ I think this w ill handle much of 
the complaint . . . this problem 
exists rn a good m a ny other com ­ 
m unities . . . Dixon is not the only 
city with such problem s,” Lindquist 
continued. 
“ The city is limited a s to W’hat 
it can do—it ca n’t do anything 
about property out of the city, 
such a s farm dra ina g e,” Lindquist 
said. 
Ben Boyd, Lee County Public 
Health Dept., attending the council 
m eeting , 
rose and said he felt 
problems in tile northwest section 
a t Rt. 26 and Fourth Avenue, can 
now be resolved by the Lee County 
health office, because the depart­ 
m ent now ha s authority granted by 
tile Lee County Board of Super­ 
visors okaying health department 
control. 
Previously, Boyd said, the de­ 
partment wa s powerless to stop 
sew a g e drainage a t the E t. 26 
com er. 
He said he felt it unfair to make 
extra expense for corner residents 
and businesses by insisting they 
improve present system s a t con­ 
sidera ble cost, when they will have 
to hook onto city fa cilities in a 
short time.

Both p ersonal and real p rop erty 
tax es are subject to p rotest by any 
tax p ay er who has legiUmate cause 
for comp laint. 


Prop erty tax es m ay be illegal 
because of an inv alid tax rate. In 
the absence of sp ecial statutory 
p rov ision, the tax p ay er cannot re ­ 
cov er illegal tax es which hav e been 
p aid 
unless 
such 
p ay m ent 
was 
m ade under duress. 
If p ersonal 
p rop erty tax es are illegal because 
of an inv alid tax rate, the ta x ­ 
p ay er m ay elect to p ay the en­ 
tire amount under p rotest and a c ­ 
comp any his p ay m ent with two 
cop ies of a written p rotest. Then 
the tax p ay er must sue in county 
court within one y ear from the 
date of p ay m ent to recov er the 
illegal p ortion of the tax , or he 
waiv es his right of recov ery . 


The statute relating to p rotesting 
real p rop erty tax es is ap p licable 
not only to illegal tax rates, but 
also to illegal assessments. First, 
the tax p ay er must p ay the real 
p rop erty tax under p rotest and file 
a notice of p rotest. Nex t, he m ust 
ap p ear in county court in the nex t

A teacher recently told me that 
by the time junior high students 
are ready for high school their so­ 
cial group s are already set, and 
that children who are n’t “ leaders” 
in junior high hardly hav e a chance 
of becoming leaders in high school.

Punish More ; Tre a t Le ss

emphasis on punishment 
rather than so-called “ treatment” 
ct criminals was recommended by 
the 
Archbishop 
of 
Westminster, 
Cardinal 
Godfrey, 
when 
he 
ad­ 
dressed the annual meeting of the 
Public Morality Council at Church 
House, Westminster, yesterday. The 
Bishop of London, Dr. Montgomery 
Campbell, presided. 


Recalling that in 1899 there were 
2.978 indictable offences in Britain 
for every million of the population, 
Cardinal Godfrey said that the 1959 
figure was eight times that num­ 
ber. He went on:— 
“ It would not serve any purpose 
to say that this is the worst age 
ever, even if it were true. . . , We 
read of drug addiction, sexual de­ 
linquency. drunkenness, violent as­ 
saults, even by young people, and 
thefts on a large scale. These are 
widespread and the causes must be 
of general kind. 
“ Swift De cline ” 
“ The older among us will have 
been long aware of the progressive 
slackening of restraints, the setting 
aside ot precious conventions as 
outdated, 
the watering 
down or 
negation of religious beliefs that 
have kept society stable through 
the ages. Running through all this 
is what is described as the ‘couldn’t 
(are less' attitude of both old and 
joung.” 
There was no easy explanation of 


this 
lawlessness. 
“ Changes 
in 
man’s habits have not been grad­ 
ual but sudden. As the progress of 
aviation has outpaced the facilities 
provided at airports, so the swift 
decline in morals has so shocked 
and 
surprised 
us that 
remedies 
cannot be speedily applied.” 
Material well-being and morality 
could be reconciled, he said. ’‘Thera 
should be no false ideas about in­ 
terfering 
with 
freedom. 
Govern­ 
ment should be deeply concerned 
with protecting the freedom of the 
citizens who wish to dwell peace­ 
ably in their homes, holding their 
property secure from theft. Negli­ 
gence in controlling the criminal is 
aggression against the freedom of 
the citizen. . . . 
Big Business 


“ The unceasing portrayal of kill­ 
ings and crime for the entertain­ 
ment of old and young weakens 
j the moral fibre of looker and listen- 
er and breeds in his mind this dis­ 
torted idea of the value of human 
life. The notion is propagated that 
murder and shooting are not eo 
abnormal after all. 
“ It is disastrous for any nation 
when sex and sensuality become big 
business. It is idle to retort that the 
people have a right to what they 
want—that it is they who pay the 
licences and they should call the 
tune. 
"Th* method of these propagan­ 
dists of evil follows a familiar pat­ 
tern. First, eliminate the idea of 
sin and make a person his own
